Report on Periodicals.— The committee on periodicals report- 
ed.

REPORT ON PERIODICALS. 

The committee to which was referred the subject of our periodicals 
report as follows: 

They are glad to learn that, as a whole, our periodicals are in a 
prosperous condition, in respect both to their character and the extent 
of their circulation. Still, we believe that the number issued might 
be greatly increased. It has been found by experience that, when 
adequate exertions are made, each family among our members and 
hearers might be induced to take one of our weekly papers, a. 
missionary Advocate and a Sunday School Advocate. This has been 
done already in many places. This is the case among our German 
, brethren. 

While it is a cause of thankfulness that our papers are in so 
healthy a condition in general, it is of importance to this Conference 
that they would make some one paper their principal organ, without 
depreciating others. The Central Advocate would seem to claim this 
from our hands. The Upper Iowa Conference has specially selected 
the North-Western for their principal organ. Our own local interests 
would require that we should make a selection of some one paper, 
that we might promote more effectually our own institutions. 

It is also a matter of importance that the Methodist Quarterly 
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I should be circulated, both among our preachers and members, in view 
^ of the valuable matter it contains. 

ii, Your committee would, therefore, present the following resolu- 

tions for the adoption of the Conference: 

Resolved, First — That we rejoice in consequence of the sound 
character of our papers as well as the extent of their circulation. 

Resolved, Second — That we will endeavor to place one of our 
w^eekly papers, a missionary Advocate and a Sunday School Advo- 
cate, in every family among our members and hearers. 

Resolved, Third — That this Conference selects the Central 
Christian Advocate as its principal organ, in discussing those sub- 
jects which particularly concern us, as a Conference; and w^e heart- 
ily commend the editor for his able and efficient course in the cause 
of freedom. 

Resolved, Fourth — That w^e exhort as many of our preachers as 
• feel able to subscribe for the Mettjodist Quarterly, as well as to ob- 
tain all the subscribers they can among the laity.

The report was 
accepted. 

REPORT OF VISITORS TO IOWA WESLEYAN UNIVERSITY. 

' The visitors appointed to the Iowa Wesleyan University present the 
following report: 

^ They w^ere in attendance at the annual examinations of the 

classes, the sessions of the Board of Trustees, the anniversaries of 
the literary societies and the commencement exercises. They en- 
deavored, so far as their limited time w^ould permit, to make them- 
selves fully acquainted w'ith condition, prospects and w^ants of the 
University. 

The examination of the classes in the various departments w^as 
critical and searching, and gave ample evidence of diligence, fidelity 
and devotion on the part of the teachers; and of close application and 
proficiency on the part of the students. All the classes passed cred- • 
ible examinations, many acquitted themselves with great credit and 
manifested the first order of ability and superior scholarship. 

Much attention had evidently been bestowed by the board of in- 
j structors in impressing general principles upon the minds of the 
students. Instead of merely communicating facts and training their 
I classes to repeat lessons and solve problems, they had taught them to 
I draw' from facts important general deductions and from the solution 
I of problems to deduce leading principles; thus laying the basis of a 
truly philosophical education. As a result, the students, by their apt 
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and ready answers showed that they had not only read and under- 
stood the text books but had thoroughly mastered the various sub- 
jects. The course of studies and the plan of instruction adopted is 
admirably calculated to develope the reasoning powers, and joined 
with a little more attention to the ornamental branches of education, 
may be expected to produce the most finished scholars. 

The method of having the youth of both sexes to recite in the 
same classes has thus far succeeded admirably. This system is well 
calculated, by the laudable emulation it inspires, to lead to close ap- 
plication and good scholarship on the part of both young gentlemen 
and ladies. The young ladies in the regular college classes exhibited 
ability to cope successfully with the young men in the more difficult 
and abstruse sciences. Even in the higher niathematics, to which 
they have sometimes been considered unequal, they had made the 
most satisfactory proficiency. The examinations, as a whole, were 
highly honorable to the institution and refiected great credit upon 
both teachers and scholars. 

The anniversaries of the literary societies were deeply interest- 
ing. The essays, orations and debates of the young gentlemen of the 
Hamline society were of a high order, evincing careful research, 
close thought and able reasoning. The young men delivered their 
pieces in a dignified, manly and energetic manner. A few were too 
tedious, which detracted somewhat from the interest their pieces 
would have commanded. 

The exhibition of the Ruthean society was very excellent. The 
compositions of the young ladies abounded in forcible thought, neatly 
and elegantly expressed, and in pure and elevated sentiment. Adorn- 
ed with the flights of fancy, sparkling with the gems and beauties of 
a transparent style, and presented with the charm of an almost fault- 
icsG delivery they won the meed of universal praise. 

The exercises of commencement day closed these rich literary 
festivities. Five young gentlemen, preparatory to the reception of 
the honors of their alma mater, delivered their graduating addresses 
to an appreciative and delighted audience. The speeches of the 
young men were all good. Abounding in clear and impressive 
tliought, elegantly written, gracefully delivered and containing choice 
touches of pathos, they produced an admirable impression. 

This was followed in the afternoon by tbe baccalaureate of 
President Berry. His theme, “The Elements of Great Character”, 
was treated in his own masterly style and exhibited the massive 
strength, elegance and force characteristic of the productions of the 
author. The conferring of the degrees upon the members of the 
graduating class closed this occasion of surpassing interest. All 
felt that this commencement was a proud day for the University. 

The visitors made careful endeavor to ascertain the exact finan- 
cial condition of the institution. They investigated, as far as time 
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I' would permit, the books, accounts and transactions of the agents and

ii executive committee. They were gratified to find that an improve- 

i ment had been made in the manner of keeping the accounts of the 

institution. Regular books have been opened and are kept by a 
competent hand. Had this method been adopted sooner, mucTi con- 
fusion and many complaints would have been avoided. The matter 
complained of is, however, now removed; and we think all complaints 

on that account should cease.

This exhibit shows that the finances of the institution are still in 
a safe condition. It is rapidly acquiring a deep hold on the public 
heart; and in securing public confidence it will secure a firm basis 
for financial prosperity. Its success, educationally, has been a 
marvel. As by magic it has sprung up in our midst, exhibiting, we 
believe, an educational prosperity never before equalled in any 
country. With an existence, as a university, of only two years it has 
a large number in regular classes, and has graduated six promising 
young men. The lusciousness of its first fruits presage a rich and 
abundant harvest. In an enterprise, however, so magnificient as the 
building up of a first-class university ir our comparatively new Con- 
ference, a heavy demand must necessarily be made upon the enlarged 
liberality of the whole church. It Is hoped the institution, its wants 
Hnd the vast importance of sustaining it will soon be faithfully pre- 
sented to every member in our bounds; and thus enlist our entire 
membership in this work. As ministers we are already fully com- 
mitted to this great enterprise. Our means, our prayers, our sym- 
pathies, our pledges have all been given to it. With us it is no ex- 
periment that may be abounded at pleasure. Our reputation as 
leaders in a great educational movement and honors of Methodism 
are pledged in behalf of the University. The demands of God and 
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the rising youth are upon us, and hold us to the fulfillment of our 
pledges. Thus far no common success has attended us. We now 
stand confessedly in the van of educational movements in our state. 
We have an enviable position among our sister churches and may be 
almost said to hold in our .hands the keys of the educational interests 
of our noble state. Favored thus by Divine providence with a posi- 
tion so commanding, possessing a faculty whose highest commenda- 
tion is that they need no praise, with the vast resources of the church 
awaiting our bidding and the rising youth turning to us with hope, 
we would be recreant to ourselves and to our high trusts if we fal- 
tered in this great cause. With such a brilliant past to encourage us, 
with a prospect of such inviting beauty spread out before us, with a 
high career of usefulness in our reach, and with motives so com- 
manding to animate us onward, let us enter with renewed interest in 
this work. Let us give to it our undivided co-operation, and strive 
to elevate our own and the donations of our people to an altitude 
commensurate with the magnificence of the enterprise in which we 
are enlisted. With the advancing rush of population westward we 
should erect literary institutions of the first class, and thus roll the 
advancing wave of light simultaneously with the march of the em- 
pire, side by side with our Christian temples we should erect the 
temple of learning, that the bright light of science, commingling in 
beautiful harmony with the mellowed and holier light falling from 
the hill of God, may diffuse its radiant beauty over all the land and 
render its designed assistance for the elevation of our race. Fore- 
most among these temples of light we recognize our University; and 
as such, we commend it, brethren, to your confidence, your sympa- 
thies and prayers.
